Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Excisions are required to the DVD to remove all depictions ofwomen choking, coughing, and 
gagging due to oral penetration with sex toys and body parts. These depictions render the 
publication highly dehumanising and demeaning to the woman involved, and by extension, to 
women in general. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled lielladonna: Fetish Fanatic (Disc 1)'is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD Belladonna: Fetish Fanatic conxFms contrived and explicit presentations ofwomen choking 
and willingly demeaning themselves as sexually stimulating for the male viewer. Excisions were 
offered to remove the depictions of women choking, coughing, and gagging due to oral 
penetration with sex toys and body parts, which render the publication highly dehumanising and 
demeaning to the women involved, and by extension, women in general. 

If the recommended excisions were made the publication would be classified objectionable except 
if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 
The distributor, however, declined to make the excisions. As a result the classification of the 
publication remains objectionable. 

This classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society, given the likely injury to the public good should it be made available. 
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
